Initial Post-W ar Strike 


V ictor R leeel 


By VICTOR RIESF.L 
NEW YORK — This walk ou t at Gen eral Elec­ 
tric — mak ers of almost ev ery thin g from lamps 
to mo o n lan din gs — is the first postwar strik e. 
Mean in g, o f cou rse, the Vietn am war. 
There is no dou bt that the 
eco no mic scien tists (an d on e 
mu st assume they do ex ist) in 
the ex ecu tiv e su ites of labor, 
man agemen t an d 
g o v e r n - 
men t, believ e it's all ov er— 
but the shootin g an d shou tin g 
— an d that this n ation is 
headin g in to a recession . 
Labor's an aly sts say so in 
all their rou n d table sk u ll ses­ 
sion s. Bu sin ess leaders grimly 
watch the dev elopmen t of price resistan ce. And 
Presiden t Nix on ’s closest adv isers, in con fiden ­ 
tial con v ersation s, say that the “in flation psy ­ 
chology " has been prick ed 
So labor has wov en a powerfu l coordin ated 
bargain in g committee — which ex ists in some 
70 other in du stries — for a phalan x attack on 
the corporation it has pain ted as a fire-brea­ 
thin g dragon , GE. 


MARCHING WITH THIS labor legion alon g 
with the 20-v ear-old In tern ation al Un ion of Elec­ 
trical Work ers (IUE) is the Allian ce for Labor 
Action — n amely the Un ited Au to Work ers an d 
the Teamsters. 
Also the 
Un ited Electrical 
Work ers still led by the left-win gers who were 
ou sted from the old CIO on ev iden ce su bmitted 
by a labor lawy er (circa 1949» , Arthu r J. Gold­ 
berg. 
The Issues, therefore, are simple. The stak es 
art eno rmo us. 
Th* coalition of 13 n ation al u n ion s wan ts 
to 
lo ck Its 147,000 GE employ es in to a 30-mon h 
co ntract which, depen din g on the compu ter y ou 
use, can cost half a billion dollars in the fin al 
y ear. Rig ht n ow the legion deman ds (ov er the 
leng th o f the con tract) 90 cen ts an hou r across 
the board, 50 cen ts for sk illed work ers, some 30 
per cent of the force at GE in stallation s in 133 
cities, a cost-of-liv in g clau se which appears to 
include a retroativ e 12H per cen t, an d special 
shifts in a my riad of ben efits an d adju stmen ts. 
TV compn ay has cou n tered with a basic $8 - 
a-week offer across the board plu s an addition al 
pay in crease u p to 45 cen ts an d u pwardly re­ 
v ised ben efits — for the first y ear. 


THEN, SAYS GE to the labor coalition , if y ou 
don ’t lik e ou r n ex t offer y ou can strik e at the 
end o f the first y ear. An d if y ou don ’t lik e ou r 
o ffer the followin g y ear, strik e again . Bu t why 
no w? Why lock u s in, say s the compan y in 
ef­ 
fect. Who k n ows what will happen ? Keep y o ur 
peo ple work in g at what is the best offer we 
hav * ev er made — an d which is competitiv e 
with other wages an d in du strial con tracts. 
To strike n ow, say s GE, “Is the wron g strik e 
at the wron g time for the wron g reason .” 
To day it’s all v ery peacefu l — an d n ot 
like 
the day s of former IUE Presiden t James Carey 
who to ld the compan y ’s chief n egotiator, Philip 
Moore, n ow a v ice presiden t, that he (Carey ) 


wou ld pu ll Moore's arm ou t of its shou lder 
sock et an d then start strippin g off his fin gers 
from the n ails u p if GE didn 't y ield. The n ew 
u n ion presiden t, 51-y ear-old Pau l J. Jen n in gs, a 
militan t an d a member of the Lin dsay liberal 
party , speak s more softly — ex cept when he 
an d his legal cou n sel talk abou t Presiden t Nix ­ 
on an d Labor Secretary Shu ltz 
Reason is that the labor coalition is aware 
that Messrs. Nix on an d Shu ltz are n ot alarmed 
by this n ation al stoppage in the electrical su p­ 
ply in du stry . 
Secretary Shu ltz's attitu de today can 
be 
wrapped u p as follows: 


AS THE LATE labor historian an d econ omist 
Su mn er Slichter said, the trou ble with the 
American econ omy at times is that ttere are 
n ot en ou gh strik es. Strik es are on e of the wav s 
that the econ omy readju sts an d rearran ges it­ 
self. Prof. Shu ltz appears to thin k so — also 
that su ch stoppages pu t back bon e in ’o in du stry 
especially wher. the momen t has come when its 
back is u p again st the price wall an d con su mer 
resistan ce Is felt. Thu s In du stry simply can ’t be 
forced in to giv in g labor, in an y field, whatev er 
ft deman ds when ev er con tracts ex pire. The 
pu blic is resistin g n ow 
Therefore this pu ts 
pressu re on prices. Thu s y ou hav e ten sion oe* 
tween labor’s deman ds an d resistan ce of ;he 
con su mer. The ten sion hits the bargain in g ta­ 
ble. When this ten sion gets tau t en ou gh there is 
a stan d off. a deodlock , a strik e, an d fin ally the 
accommodation between the price of labor an d 
the prices to the pu blic. 


S°cretarv Shu ltz, lik e a’l of u s. k n ew the GE 
strik e was comin g an d that it will probably las* 
a lon g time. Bu t he has n o plan s to do an y thin g 
bu t k eep himself an d Presiden t Nix on in formed. 


THIS HAS ANGERED the coalition ’s chiefs. 
An d on e of the two men who mak e its policy 
said on the first day of the strik e; “Who does 
Shu ltz thin k he is? He’s su pposed to be secre­ 
tary of labor His charter say s he's su pposed to 
be assistin g the work in g man . From what I 
hear, he shou ld be secretary of commerce " 
So the basic issu e is who gets what an d what 
happen s to prices an d deman ds when the shoot­ 
in g en ds an d we go back to what on ce was 
called n ormalcy . 
Fu rthermore, all the powerfu l u n » on s are 
waitin g in the win gs. They k n ow that they on ce 
had to try to smash U.S. Steel to get at the rest 
of in du stry . Then came Gen eral Motors’ tu rn 
(as it will again in ’70). An d n ow the Gen eral 
Electric Co . is ou t fron t tak in g the assau lt be­ 
cau se it is tak in g Presiden t Nix on ’s word that 
he’s goin g to crack in flation , an d tak in g Prof. 
Shu ltz’s word, that the gov ern men t will stay 
n eu tral while econ omics adju sts itself, an d tak ­ 
in g ev ery body ’s word that there will be a reces­ 
sion . 
The war o v er there appears to be ov er. Tlie 
labor-man agemen t wars hav e begu n . It’s 1949 
ill o v er ag ain. 
Bu t this time, Harry Tru man , John Ken n edy 
an d Ly n don John son are n ot part of the join t 
chiefs of labor's staff.

Political 
Pay - Off? 


WASHINGTON - Was there “a $100,000 po lit­ 
ical pay -off" by labor leaders in the Un ited 
States In 196 8 when the State Departmeht re­ 
fu sed to ex tradite to Can ada a u n ion official 
who had been arrested an d tried there an d had 
fled to his cou n try to escape pu n ishmen t? 
Sen . Pau l Fan n in , Repu blican of Arizon a, In 
a 
*peech to the Sen ate Mon day - said it appeared 
to him that the State Departmen t, u pon the re­ 
qu est of the Departmen t of Labor, declin ed to 
retu rn "a con v icted labor rack eteer” 
who 
sk ipped $25,000 bail an d came to the Un l’ed 
States after hav in g been con v icted of con spira­ 
cy to commit assau lt in a war between riv al 
u n ion s in Can ada. 
The Arizon i sen ator stated the American au ­ 
thorities pick ed u p the accu sed at the requ est 
of the Can ad’an gov ern men t that he be re 
tu rn ed to face a pey u ry charge, as assau lt ia 
n ot cov ered u n der the ex tradition treaty witn 
Can ada. 


HE ADDED THAT, shortly after the State 
Departmen t refu sed to ex tradite (he u n ion 
chief, “$5,000 check s began pou rin g in to 
v ario us 
Democratic presiden ts campaign committees 
arou n d the cou n try u n til the total con tribu tion 
amou n ted to $10(L000 — which wa3 reached 
within a few day s.” 
Mr, Fan n in declared that last y ear he had 
had difficu lty gettin g the ex chan ge of corre­ 
spon den ce abou t the case between « he Labor 
Departmen t an d the State Departmen t bu t that 
he had at last obtain ed copies of the letters, 
which he In serted in the "Con gression al Re­ 
cord” this week . Mr. Fan n in commen ted: 
“ I do n ot thin k it is in the best in terests of 
the American people to hav e su ch a bald ex er­ 
cise of the power of u n ion officialdom.” 
The Arizon a sen ator su ggested that the John ­ 
son admin istration may n ot hav e been aware ot 
the time of the circu mstan ces su rrou n din g the 
episode sin ce the pay men ts of $100,000 were 
made to the Democratic part). 
He has requ ested the presen t secretary of 
state to rev iew the case an d see if the Can adian 
requ est is v alid. He remark ed that perhaps 
“ some leftov ers" from the precedin g admin is­ 
tration are “giv in g poor adv ice" on the su bject 
Mr. Fan n in s raised the whole matter in 
con n ection with the prov ision s of the tax -reform 
bill pen din g <n the Sen ate which deal with tax 
ex emption s of n on profit organ ization s, in clu din g 
labor u n ion s. 
He declared that the AFL-CIO treasu ry , for 
in stan ce, has been committed "to the destru c- 
ton of Ju dge Hay n stoorth ju st as labor tried to 
destroy Ju dge John Park er 40 y ears ago.” Sen . 
Fan n in poin ted ou t that “the special statu s en ­ 
joy ed by these u n ion leaders u n der ou r tax 
laws" mak es possible a “brash display of mon ­ 
etary power.” 
The most u rgen tly n eeded reform, accordin g 
to Mr. Fan n in , is the section of the in le-n al rev ­ 
en u e code “ which permits u n ion leaders to ex ­ 
ercise this k in d of political power an d still re­ 
tain their tax -ex empt statu s.” He added: 
“ Su ch preferen tial treatmen t is simply n ot 
right. Un ion leaders, in the ex ercise <>f their of­ 
fice, shou ld hav e to abide by the same ru le of 
‘n o politics’ as applies to all other tax -ex empt 
organ ization s ” 
The argu men t is made on the u n ion side that 
their political con tribu tion s are "v olu n tary ” 
an d that a u n ion member can su ccessfu lly with­ 
stan d the pressu res if he objects to the u se of 
his du es for political en ds with which he may 
n ot agree. Bu t this, Sen . Fan n in say s, "is sim­ 
ply n ot in accordan ce with reality .” 
The su bject of political con tribu tion s by labor 
u n ion grou ps is on e that, to a large ex ten t, has 
been sidetrack ed by Con gress an d by the law- 
en forcemen t agen cies, in clu din g the Depart­ 
men t of Ju stice 


THE THEORY OF the labor leaders is that, 
becau se the con tribu tion s to political campaign s 
are n ot compu lsory an d becau se the solicitation 
is con du cted by person s who claim trey are n ot 
actin g for an y labor u n ion bu t are operatin g is 
a separate committee of citizen s, this pu ts the 
fu n ds collected from u n ion members su pposedly 
bey on d the reach of presen t laws. 
The whole problem, howev er, has n ot gotten 
mu ch atten tion in the past an d is n ot bein g giv ­ 
en mu ch con sideration n ow. The tru th is that, 
while they may n ot admit it, man y members of 
Con gress are depen den t u pon labor u n ion su p­ 
port in their political campaign s. 
There has been a relu ctan ce in side the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e bran ch alsc to en force the Federal Corru pt 
Practices Aat, which prohibits labor u n ion s or 
corporation s from mak in g on tribu tion s in n a­ 
tion al political campaign s.
